now to be forgotten or aſleep;alſo thatReformation,which was 
once eminently pointed at, and hoped for, by all ſober and 
good men: If a King or chief Magiſtrate ſhall be miſlead by a 


fine thing, of a Thurling crafty and bluftripg ſword, or by the
